The  bluefish  moved  in  along 
our  shores  last  week  and  you 
can  catch  them  now  off  Minot 
Light.  Humarock  Beach  or 
between  the  Bug  Light  and  the 
Gurnet  at  the  entrance  to 
Duxbury  Bay.  You  will  have  to 
look  for  them  along  the 
beaches  but  a good  sized 
school  is  hanging  in  the  chan- 
nels at  Duxbury  Bay. 

It's  not  necessary  to  go  all 
the  way  to  Provincetown  look- 
ing for  bluefish.  A lot  of 
mackerel  were  chopped  up 
last  week  off  Scituate  by  these 
blues  as  they  tore  into  the 
tiger  striped  fish  off  the 
beaches  of  Scituate.  You  can 
take  blues  in  the  surf  at  any 
beach,  and  a very  hot  spot  is 
off  Duxbury  Beach  between 
High  Pines  and  the  Gurnet 
Light.  Use  a popper  like  Stan 
Gibbs’  mackerel  colored  pop- 
per. 1 prefer  the  ounce  and  a 
quarter  size,  but  others  like 
the  two  ounce  size  colored 
white. 

Another  good  plug  to  catch 
blues  in  the  surf  is  the  blue 
and  white  Atom  swimmer  with 
the  white  buck  tail  trailing 
hook  and  others  are  the  Rebel 
and  Rapala  swimmers.  Just 
about  any  plug  will  catch  blues 
now . and  it  is  not  necessary  to 
cast  it  out  very  far.  1 have  just 
heard  that  blues  were  caught 
last  week  off  the  jetties  at 
Scituate  and  off  the  beach  at 
the  entrance  to  Quincy  Bay. 

There  was  a school  of 
striped  bass  early  last  week  off 
the  beaches  at  Manomet  and 
at  Plymouth  beach  and  surf 
casters  caught  several  15 
pound  sized  fish.  Two  larger 
30  pound  bass  were  caught  in 
Quincy  Bay  on  live  pogies. 

Lou  Civitarese  of  Marsh- 
field fished  with  Paul  Atkin- 
son just  outside  Green  Harbor 
and  caught  a mixed  bucket  of 
fish  including  several  small 
cod,  some  pollock  and  one  nice 
tautogor  black  fish.  He  also 
caught  one  sea  robin. 

The  Giant  Bluefish  Tuna 
fishing  slowed  considerably 
last  week,  and  there  were  a 
couple  of  days  when  no  fish 
were  caught  at  all.  This  is  a 
sharp  contrast  to  last  year's 
fishing  when  the  weekly  catch 
averaged  about  a hundred 
fish.  The  quota  of  1750  tuna 
was  reached  last  year  just 
after  Labor  Day.  This  year’s 
quota  will  not  be  reached. 
Killer  whales  are  the  reason. 
They  are  eating  the  tuna  in  the
